NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Fainting in her 
father’s arms, her frame quivering with 
the accumulated suffering of months of 
anxious waiting, Nan Patterson heard 
the anouncement today that the jurymen 
trying her for the murder of Cesar Young 
had disagreed.

SHEEDY HERE TD 
PRESS HIS SUIT 
AGAINST KERENS 


Famous Gambler Claims Judgment 
on Note Given by Senatorial 
Candidate’s Son on Honeymoon 
Tour to Man Now Dead. 


SAYS HE DID NOT TIME 
HIS COMING BY POLITICS 


Father of Defendant Upholds Him 
in Resistance to Claim—Eulogy 
of Lawson Attracts Crowd in 
Hotel Corridor. 


Patrick F. Sheedy, international gam- 
bler, art cornoisseur and philosopher, has 
returned to St. Louis after an absence of 
six months, to prosecute the suit he 
fiied June 16, last, against Vincent Kerens, 
son of Col. R. C. Kerens, Republican can- 
didate for the United States Senate from 
Missouri, for $19,466 and interest at 6 per 
cent from July 8, 1900. 

“I don’t know exactly what date the 
case is set,’’ Mr. Sheedy said at the 
Southern Hotel Friday, ‘“‘but I will re- 
main a week or ten days to see if it comes 
up. I have not seen my lawyer yet. 

“I am here to find out and to. ‘play 
ball.’ I still intend to get “back that §20,- 
000. Also, I am still willing to stick to 
the proposition I made to Vincent Kerens 
to give the money to the Little Sisters 
of the Poor, if he will pay me. Christmas 
is almost at hand, and here is a chance 
for the Kerens family to make a number 
of poor people happy by turning over this 
$20,000 to the Little Sisters of the Poor. 
I don’t want the money. I’m fighting for 
& principle. It’s an honorable debt that 
Vincent Kerens owes, even if it its 7 
gambling debt. 

“My visit here at this time has nothing 
to do with the fact that Vincent Kerens’ 
father is a candidate for the United 
States Senate. I didn't know that until I 
arrived in St. Louis last night. While here, 
lam also going to arrange to have my pic- 
tures, which I Jeft here on exhibitien, 
removed to New York. 

The petition filled by Sheedy tn the St. 
Louls Circuit Court last June alleges that 
Vincent Kerens, at Ostend, Belgium. July 
30, 1900, gave a promisory note for $19. 466 to 
one A. Pierce, payable in London 30 days 
later; that Kerens failed to pay the 
amouit or any part of it when it fell due, 
and that Pierce, now dead, assigned the 
note to Sheedy before his death. 

When the suit was filed, Vincent Kerens 
admitted that the note in Sheedy’s posses- 
sion is genuine. He declared, however, 
that he was satisfied that Sheedy had 
neither a legal nor a moral right to the 
money it represented, and that he would 
contest the suit. Col. R. C. Kerens said 
that his son was fleeced by a crowd of 
“sharpers,'’ and that he approved his son’s 
stand in refusifg to pay the note. He also 
made the point that the note, although in- 
dorsed by Pierce, was not made payable 
to Sheedy, 

At the time the episode occurred young 
Kerene was on his honeymoon. 

Sheedy says he bought the note from 
Pierce at Paris and loaned him. $2500 on it. 
Subsequently, Sheedy says, Pierce com- 
mitted suicide at Colombo, Ceylon.

President David R. Francis of the 
World’s Fair, chief witness at Friday af- 
ternoon's session of the hearing of the Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co.'s suit to annul 
the late James L. Blair's $200,000 policy, re- 
fused, though pressed by counsel, TH name 
the director of the Fair who, he said, 
first told him that the charges Of forgery 
against Blair were true. 

President Francis arrived at the Federal 
building at 12:45 o'clock, and apologized for 
being 20 minutes ! ate. 

He said in response to preliminary ques 
tions by Judge McKeighan that ‘he had 
lived in St. Louls 38 years. 

He said Blair's standing in St. Louls was 
good until rumors. began to circulate 
about him late in 1988. 

Previously, in March, 1902, President 
Francis said he had a talk with Blair in 
the Laclede building in which Blair told 
him he was in serious trouble as a resule 
of misdeeds by his brother, Carey. He said 
Carey had forged deeds, Gov. Francis tes- 
tified. 

Blair repeated his story later, Gov. Fran- 
cis testified, in the presence of William H. 
Thompson, treasurer of the Fair, and he 
and Thompson both expressed sympathy 
for him, 

“T asked him the amount of the money 
he had lost through his brother's acts, He 
said he wouldn't say. 

“Tl asked him if it was a quarter of a 
million. He said, “More than that.’ 

“lL asked if it were a half million, think- 
ing I had overshot the mark. He replied 
it was even more than that. 

“T asked no more questions about the 
amount, but somehow I acquired the im- 
pression that the amount was $6,000 or 
$700, 000. 


Was One of 
Eight Helpers. 


Pres. Francis said he was one of the 
eight men who signed a paper guaran- 
teeing to one financtal institution the re- 
payment of a loan of $3,000 made to take 
up a note of Blair at another financial 
institution. He said his share of the guar- 
antee was $4000. 

Others on the guparantee he named were 
lL. D. Dozil, Willam H. Thompson, James 
A. Beddon, Joseph Franklin, Wilbur F. 
Boyle, James Campbell and Thomas Mc- 
Pheeters. 

Pres. Francis said he was never called 
on to pay this guaratee, that Blair notti- 
fied him in the summer of 1908 that he 
had paid the loan himself and thanked 
him for his aid. 

When the rumors about Blair began to 
thicken, President Francig raid that ne told 
Blair that in justice to himself and friends 
he ought to take steps to have Carey 
Blair apprehended and punished. Biair re- 
plied, he stated, that he had airendy spent 
$1600 trying to locate Carey, and had just 
wired to San Antonio, Tex., In the hope of 
locating him. 

A few days later, Gov. Francis sald, a 
daily publication printed a story intimating 
that Blair was a forger and a thief. 

“IT told Secretary SfGvens to get me a 
copy of the paper as soon as I heard of 
it." emld Francis, “and he did so. 1 read 
through the article and lald it on my desk 
while I went to answer a telephone call.

Only a stone’s throw away 
Gen. Washington hed his headquarters, jA 
short distance up the road is the rise of 
ground where Maj. Andre explated his of- 
fense upon the gallows. 

Mrs. L. F. Deming, a native of Tappan, 
has had a decision rendered in her favor 
by Referee Alonzo Wheeler, appointed ‘by 
the Supreme Court to take testtimony in 
the suit instituted by her against a neigh- 
bor, T. H. Thomsen, $0 decide the owner- 
ship of the old well and the boundary line 
between their properties. Thomsen is a 
newcomer in Tappan. 

In order to decide the ownership of the 
well and the right to the patch leading to 
it the lawyers, A. 8. Tompkins for the 
plaintiff and George A. ‘Wyre for the de- 
fendant, called upon all the old inhabitants 
to give their testimony. bach side tried 
to produce the very oldest inhabitant, the 
one whose memory concerning the well 
would hark back furthest into the dim and 
misty past. 

The majority upheld Mrs. Deming’s claim, 
but the real point at issue almost became 
lost in the rivalry to see whose memory 
was really the longest. Finaily there wae 
a dispute as to who was the o.dest inhab- 
itant. This threatened to Sarent the en- 
tire village. Old cronies whd had known 
each other from boyhood quarre.ed. 

Few of the witnesses wero younger than 
70. there were a half dozen in the 8, 

several evon laid claim to 9%-odd. 
When the hearings were on it looked like 
an assemblage in an old people's home, 

The facta in the case were these: Former- 
ly that was a one-story kitchen at the rear 
of the Deming homestead. A door opened 
to the south on to a patch that ran along 
the east side of the house, to the famous 
well at the front of the h near the 
road. The fence that divided Mrs. Dem- 
ing’s property from what is now Mr. 
Thomesen’s land ended at the southeast 
corner of the kitchen. ‘It stood so cloge to 
t that no one could pass between this 
sitchen and the well, a distance of about 
40 feet. For years without number the 
Demings have used this path along the side 
of the house to the well. 

In the summer of 1903 Mr. Thomsen, who 
had parennes the property adjoining Mre. 
Deming’s, took down her fence and bullt 
another diagonally across the path to the 
southeast corner of the main house. te 
claimed that some one had told him that 
the fence formerly stood so close to the 
southeast corner of the house than no one 
could pass between them; also that Mrs. 
Deming had taken it down and appropri- 
ated his land. 

The Demings were furious, as the fence 
cut them off from the well that had been 
theirs for generations. 

Referee Wheeler decides that she is en- 
titled to the path and weil. Thomsen's 
fence must come down. He will have to 
pay the costs of the action, which, with 
surveying fees, amounts to about $800.

No matter what the issue, those who are 
put in office must be “friendly men’ to 
these privileges of organized public gam- 
bling, if it is possible to make them so, 
by defeating all who are not ‘“triendly 
men.”’ 

As a matter of fact, this has been dem- 
onstrated over and over by convincing evi- 
dence, known to all who know how public 
business is carried on in St. Louis and 
other cities. It is self-evident, however, 
that it must be so. When gambling is 
Once publicly ‘organized with its extra haz- 
ardous risk of constant interference on 
moral grounds, then, in order to perpetuate 
its privilege, it must do everything pos- 
sible to keep out of public office all who 
are likely to act on moral grounds. ‘That 
is, when privilege is iteelf dishonest and 
immoral, it must necessarily defend itself 
by opposing all that threatens it with hon- 
esty and morality as agencies in the actual 
control of public affair. 

While this is the first consideration against 
public gambling as now established under 
the breeders’ Bil! as one of the public 
institutions of St. Louis and the state, the 
System as it operates is unquestionably do- 
ing more to dermoralize business morals 
and private morals than any other form 
of puwolic gaming ever organized in St. 
Lau!s.

Instead of this, however, the actual con- 
ditions of the present are conditions under 
which the state of Missouri through a cor-

Judge Adams Grants Injunction 
Against Western Union 
Telegraph Co. 


Judge Adams in the United States Circuit 
Court Friday issued an order temporarily 
restraining the city of St. Louis and 
Thomas B. Carter, supervisor of city light- 
ing. from cutting down the telegraph poles 
of the Western Union Telegraph Co. in 
that section of the city known as the “un- 
derground district.” 

The order, which was agreed to by City 
Counselor Bates for the city and Mr. Car- 
ter, is accepted as applying also to the 
poles of the Postal] com y. No Gate has 
been sét for a hearing on the question 
whether the restraining order shall be 
made permanent, but it is understood that 
this hearing will be had speedily, perhaps 
immediately after the holidays. 

The fact that a restraining order would 


be asked for was told in Thursday's Post- 
OD ie Ck Ew De 


city would agree to it. The step was tak- 
en as a result of a notice served on the 
two telegraph companies, which alone of 
all wire-users have failed to put their 
wires under ground in obedience to the 
Keyas orlinance, passed in September, 
1896, by Supervisor Carter that he would 
begin Friday morning to \cut down the 
poles. Representatives of the companies 
notified Mr. Carter that they would ask 
for an injunction, and he agreed to delay 
cutting down the poles until he was legal- 
ly enjoined from doing so.

company would agree to pay a tax of $5
